Ryder Sees Plane ‘Down Under’

hold it upside down for appli¬ 
cation of the “whiffle tree” 
to spread the load to the hy¬ 
draulic cylinders. The wing 
was pulled down to prove it 
was adequately strong, Ryder 
said. 

And so the lightest and 
strongest possible plane was 
designed and Test Pilot John 
Thorp climbed aboard and 
proved that it would work. 

“Sixty-six pounds of com¬ 
pression load were placed on 
this fuselage test, equivalent 
to flying the fully-loaded air¬ 
plane into the ground at a 
45-degree angle while traveling 
at 70 mph.” The cockpit, 
he said, could withstand 40- 
Gs which meant 40 times the 
pilot and plane’s combined 
weight in a crash. 

New Zealand has a land 
mass of 66 million acres of 
which 60*l7o is hilly to moun¬ 
tainous. The use of the air¬ 
plane was pioneered in that 

country and now those planes 
sow over one million tons of 
fertilizers and carry out spray¬ 
ing operations over an area of 
half a million acres of crops 
and pastures. The only way 


this country can be seeded is 
by plane, Ryder explained. 

“Fitted with a clamshell- 
type hopper outlet, the plane 
is used to spray fertilizer or 
lime,” Ryder said. It is also 


good for seeding and crop¬ 
dusting. 

Ryder concluded that this 
first airplane specifically de¬ 
signed for the agricultural 
market can pick up a 1250-lb. 


load from an 870-ft. unim¬ 
proved flight s.iip.

The Los Angeles County 
Transportation Commission 
was created by law in 1976 
to improve the transportation 
decision-making process in 
Los Angeles. The commission 
allocates state and federal 
transportation fends in Los 
Angeles County. Its job is 
to set policies and establish 
priorities to insure a coordi¬ 
nated program. 


The commission placed Pro¬ 
position A on the No,. 4, 
1980 general election ballot. 
The measure was approved by 
54.2% of the county voters. 
After a legal challenge, the 
measure was validated by the 
California Supreme Court 
April 30, 1982. The new Tran¬ 
sit Development Program 
started on July 1, 1982. 

Proposition A provides fi¬ 
nancing for three specific pro¬ 
grams: lower bus fares, local 
transit improvements and con¬ 
struction of a rail rapid tran¬ 
sit system. 

Proposition A increased 
sales tax in Los Angeles County 
by '/i % and will raise approx¬ 
imately $288 million in the 
first year.
